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1961-62  WORLD  SUGAR  PRODUCTION 
MATCHES  WORLD  CONSUMPTION 


World  production  of  centrifugal  sugar  in  1961-62  is  off  moderately  after  a 
record  60.2  million  tons  raw  value  in  the  1960-61  crop  year.  Output  of 
56.6  million  tons  is  now  indicated,  some  6  percent  lower  than  last  year's 
record.  Production  at  that  level  is  estimated  to  about  equal  world  sugar 
consumption. 

Beet  sugar  declined  8  percent  or  about  2.1  million  tons.  Cane  sugar  de- 
clined about  k.2   percent  and  now  constitutes  ahout  57  percent  of  world 
production  compared  with  k-3   percent  in  beet  sugar.  This  is  about  the  same 
cane  sugar  beet  sugar  relationship  as  existed  in  the  5  prewar  seasons 
1935-36  through  1939-40.  The  production  of  non-centrifugal  sugar  is  not 
considered  in  these  calculations. 

The  primary  cause  of  reduced  world  sugar  production  this  season  has  been 
acreage  and  harvesting  cutbacks  in  many  countries  in  response  to  changing 
market  patterns,  unfavorable  market  prices,  and  heavy  stocks  carried  over 
from  former  years,  particularly  in  Western  Europe.  Less  favorable  weather 
also  contributed  to  lower  outputs. 

Of  the  total  world  centrifugal  sugar  production  this  season,  about  27  per- 
cent is  in  North  America,  including  Central  America  and  Caribbean  countries. 
All  of  Europe,  excluding  the  U.S.S.R.,  will  account  for  an  additional  2k   per- 
cent, Asia  15  percent,  the  U.S.S.R.  about  13  percent,  South  America  about 
13  percent,  Africa  5  percent,  and  Oceania  (principally  Australia)  3  percent. 
This  distribution  by  areas  is  similar  to  last  year. 


This  Circular  contains  more  detailed  information  than  the  summary  of  similar 
title  published  in  the  monthly  supplement  to  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets, 
June  28.  1962. 


Current  production  compared  vith  the  average  for  the  5  crop  years  1955-56 
through  1959-^0  indicates  an  upward  trend  in  all  areas.  In  the  U.S.S.R., 
Asia,  South  America,  and  Africa  the  rate  of  increase  exceeded  that  of  the 
world  as  a  whole,  while  that  in  North  America  and  Europe  was  somewhat  lower. 

U.S.S.R. :  The  area  in  sugar  "beets  and  the  production  of  sugar  in  the  U.S.S.R. 

have  followed  a  strong  upward  trend  in  recent  years.  Continued 
"building  of  new  mills  and  remodeling  of  existing  ones  indicates  further  ex- 
pansion is  planned. 

Production  of  sugar  beets  in  I96I  was  reported  as  high  as  62.9  million 
metric  tons,  only  about  one-tenth  below  the  production  goal  for  the  year, 
but  actual  deliveries  to  the  mills  (purchased  by  the  State)  were  only  50*6 
million  metric  tons  because  of  bad  weather  during  the  harvest  season, 
diversion  of  beets  to  feed,  waste,  and  other  losses. 

After  interpretation  and  adjustment  of  available  data,  it  appears  that  on  a 
sugar  crop-year  basis,  the  U.S.S.R.  produced  nearly  7-1/3  million  short  tons 
of  beet  sugar,  raw  value,  in  the  I96I-62  season.  This  is  a  new  record  for 
the  Soviet  Union  and  puts  it  considerably  ahead  of  any  other  country  as  a 
producer  of  centrifugal  sugar.  India  produces  more  total  sugars,  but  more 
than  half  of  India's  output  is  unrefined  non-centrifugal  sugar. 

Cuba:  According  to  the  most  recent  information,  the  1962  milling 

season  was  completed  with  a  final  production  of  only  5*3  million 
short  tons  of  sugar,  slightly  less  than  the  earlier  estimate  published  in 
the  accompanying  table.  As  a  result  of  reduced  output  and  continued  high 
demand  from  Bloc  countries,  carryover  into  the  next  season  will  undoubtedly 
be  reduced  substantially. 

United  States:  Sugar  production  in  the  United  States  has  not  kept  pace  with 

rapidly  increasing  production  in  other  countries  in  recent 
years.  Production  in  the  sugar  producing  states,  plus  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands,  is  estimated  at  about  5*^  million  short  tons  for  1961-62. 
This  total  places  the  United  States  second  among  all  countries  in  sugar 
production  if  only  centrifugal  sugar  is  counted,  and  third,  after  India, 
if  non- centrifugal  sugar  is  included.  Of  the  U.  S.  total,  all  of  which  is 
centrifugal  sugar,  k-h   percent  is  from  sugar  beets  grown  in  the  continental 
United  States.  Fifteen  percent  is  from  Mainland  cane,  and  close  to  ^1  per- 
cent from  cane  in  Hawaii,  Puerto  Pdco,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  collectively. 

India:  On  the  basis  of  the  current  season's  output,  India  ranks  first  among 

world  producers  of  all  sugar  (centrifugal  and  non- centrifugal  sugar 
combined),  but  fourth  in  terms  of  centrifugal  sugar  (Khandsari  included) 
only. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  centrifugal  sugar  in  India  remains  low,  as 
centrifugal  sugar  distribution  controls  are  applied  and  non- centrifugal 
sugar  production  is  encouraged.  Sales  to  the  United  States  of  170,868 


short  tons,  raw  value  in  196l,  and  107,580  tons  authorized  for  1962  provide 
the  main  foreign  outlet. 

France:  France  shoved  the  largest  fluctuation  of  any  country  in  sugar  pro- 
duction between  the  1959-60  and  the  I96I-62  seasons  as  production 
almost  tripled  and  then  settled  back  to  1.9  million  short  tons.  Almost  the 
entire  variation  was  accounted  for  by  yields;  acreage  increased  only 
slightly. 

Consumption  in  Metropolitan  France  in  the  1961-62  sugar  year  is  expected  to 
be  not  more  than  1.7  million  tons,  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year.  In 
spite  of  substantially  reduced  imports  and  increased  exports,  France  will 
probably  continue  to  retain  a  high  carryover  into  the  next  crop  year 
beginning  October  1.  Despite  plans  to  reduce  sugar  beet  plantings  in  I96I 
by  nearly  20  percent,  actual  planted  area  about  equaled  that  in  i960. 

Brazil :  The  Brazilian  Government  limits  sugar  mill  production  by  decrees 
based  on  considerations  of  stocks  on  hand,  export  prospects,  and 
other  factors.  The  1961-62  sugar  production  quota  was  originally  set  at 
the  equivalent  of  4,131,000  short  tons,  raw  value.  A  new  report  indicates 
actual  production  is  3> 957, 000  short  tons,  slightly  lower  than  the  target 
production  and  the  preliminary  figure  as  tabulated.  Authorized  sales  to  the 
United  States  were  expanded  from  100,3^7  short  tons  in  calendar  year  i960, 
to  306,402  short  tons  in  1961,  and  1*1-8,005  short  tons  in  quota  or  authorized 
for  purchase  in  1962. 

Other  significant  country  changes:  In  South  America,  production  in 

Argentina  continued  down  due  to  frost 
damage  and  poor  sugar  content  of  the  sugarcane  crop.  In  Europe  the  decline 
in  West  Germany  was  attributed  to  a  10  percent  decrease  in  plantings  and 
yields  of  beets.  Similar  percentage  production  declines  in  East  Germany, 
Hungary,  Rumania,  and  Yugoslavia  were  offset  in  /part  in  Poland.  In  Africa, 
Mauritius  returned  to  an  earlier  output  level  after  a  poor  I96O-61  harvest. 
Asian  production  declines  in  Taiwan's  cane  sugar  and  Turkish  beet  sugar  were 
partly  countered  in  the  Philippines.  Latest  information  for  the  Philippines 
indicates  total  sugar  production  not  over  1.6  million  tons,  or  about  3  per- 
cent above  last  year.
